THE RAILWAY LANDS. 



Wheu on the tattpred fringe of the 
old year the premier of this Province 
sailed from our shores for the federal 
capital it was given out that the ob- 
ject of his mission was to bring to a 

' satisfactory conclusion certain ques- 
... tions that had been pending between 
the Dominion and Provincial Govern- 
ments for several years; and when af- 
ter an absenco of ten weeks he re- 
turned it wa3 announced through his 
organ that bia mission had proved en- 
tirely successful — that he had brought 
back with him the veritable Cornuco- 
pia — tho horn of plenty — which he 
would open when the Houso met and 
distribute its contents to an open- 
mouthed, eager country. At the time 
we remember expressing a hope that 
the so-called Cornucopia might not 
prove a Pandora's box which upon be- 
ing, opened would let loose all tho ills 
that human flesh is heir to, and turn 
out a curse rather than a blessing 
to tho country at large. When 
the House met and tho Gover- 
nor's speech had boen read we were 
amazed at its meagrencss and declared 
that the contents of the document 
wero fairly represented by a "cipher." 
The Opposition, by their refusal to dis- 
cuss the speech, gave evidence that tliey 
shared the opinion that "thcro was 
nothing in it." The session has worn 
along and several Government measures 
have been introduced and passed. The 
drydock has been disposed of in a man- 
ner which (supposing thcro to bo no 
Etbopian concealed beneath the fence) 
we feel bound tc say is satisfactory; but 
apart from the (lock no important 
question affecting tho relations of the 
Province with tho Dominion has boon 
taken up. The sittings have generally 
been short and tho Government busi- 
ness has dragged .slowly aloi.g. A 
very important matter referred to in 
the speech was the Island railway, and 
for many days the public have been 
puzzled to know why the Government 
have steadily avoided consideration of 
the matter, and have been restive when 
any rcferenco was made to it by honor- 
able members. Now, the Island rail- 
way is a question on which the people 
of this Island feol particularly sensi- 
tive, and one of the rirst measures the 
Government should have brought down 
was a schemo to insure the 
prosecution of that much-needed work. 
Within the past few days it has been a 
subject of public notoriety that the 
Dominion Government, through their 
contidential agent here, have made a 
demand on this Government that will 
involve a change in the conditions of 
the 11th clause of the Terms of Union 
respecting the lands to be conveyed in 
trust to the former Government in con- 
sideration of the construction of a 
transcontinental line of railway through 
British Columbia. The 11th clause of 
the terms calls for the conveyance in 
trust to the Dominion by tho Province 

■ of public lands not to exceed 
20 miles on each side of the line 
of railway. A portion of the proposed 
lire will run through a section of 
country that is valuclessfor agricultural 
purposes, and the Dominion Govern- 
ment ask the conveyance to thero of 
land of fair average value in other 
parts of the Province in lieu of the 
worthless lands adjacent to the railway 
line. With the terms upon which 
theso lands are asked we are unac- 
quainted, but we presume there are 
conditions and safeguards by the impo- 
sition of which the rights of tho Pro- 
vince will be assured. 

If the public lands (and for the mat- 
ter of that tho private lands, too,) of 
the Province possess any value to-day 
it is because men's mind3 have come at 
last to regard the building of the rail- 
way as an assured fact. The Government 
cannot much longer hold back the pro- 
positions it has held for some weeks, 
and it will soon be for the House to 
decide whether it would be better to 
part with the lands and secure a rail- 
way or keep the lands and do with- 
out a railway. Wo are quito roady to 
admit that there may bo attached to the 
Dominion demand conditions which the 
Province cannot, injustice to her own 
interests, accept; but sve are prepared 
to go some distance towards meeting tho 
Dominion en an equitable platform. 
If lands along the lino of railway arc 
worthless, why should good lands in 
other portions of the Mainland be de- 
nied 1 Will not the Dominion Govern 
ment have the strongest possible in- 
ducement to promote settlement by the 
early sale of their lands ? And as ail 
the lands will not be required 
for railway purposes, the sections 
that will remain in the hands of the 
Province must be immediately largely 
enhanced in value. 

But we do not intend to-day to dis- 
cuss tho ecouomic features of the rail- 
way lands matter. The question is the 
most important that can possibly come 
before the House this session. The 
premier went to Ottawa to arrange 
that and other important matters. On 
bib return he announced that lm mis- 
sion had been entirely successful: and 
what do wc now find? That the one 
great burning question of the clay is in a 
Btate of such incompleteness and un- 
certainty that ho darn not lay it before 
tho House. When Beaconsfield re- 
turned to London from Berlin ho told 
the British people— "I bring you back 
peace with honor." To compare small 
things with great, WAIKEM brought 
back neither peace nor honor. The 
relations of the Province with tho Do- 
minion are in a state so critical that 
men who are supposed to be the re- 
pository of Government secrets are 
offering on the streets to wager that 
within thirty days from date there will 
not be a railway man left in the 
Province! 

We have said that the premier dare* 



not lay the Dominion proposition before 
the House, and wo may add that al- 
though he discussed the points at Ot- 
tawa with the ministers there, and al- 
though bo knows that within a •few- 
weeks at most a full knowledge of 
those points must como out, he has 
steadily declined to acquaint the 
members with the detaila A bold, 
brave, vigorous, HONEST Govern- 
ment would have taken tho House 
into their confidence at once; and 
a fairminded, honorablo delegate 
to Ottawa on bis return would have 
confessed that his mission was what 
wo have pronounced it — a failure, 
instead of claiming and receiving popu- 
lar applause under false pretences. 
Bufc the policy of the men now in office 
has ever been from first to last to do- 
ceivo and humbug the people on all 
important matters; to danglo small 
things before the eyos of the* public 
while they mado off with tho larger 
ones. It is for these and other reasons 
that a flairs which should have been 
settled and arranged a year ago are 
now approaching a crisis, and tho ship 
is slowly drifting towards dangerous 
rapids. 

COMMITTEE OF SUPPL Y. 

The House did not proceed with tho 
consideration of tho Estimates yester- 
day, as it was anticipated they would, 
tho public accounts committeo not 
being in a position to report. Tho 
Estimates wont over until to-day. The 
danger the Houso stands in is this: 
The moment the supplies have been 
voted tho Government may prorogue 
ths House. They did so last spring 
while several measures remained to 
bo considered, and while ono of their 
own supporters was actually on his feet 
moving an amendment to the Munici- 
palities Bill. As we show elsewhere, 
the most important bill foreshadowed 
in the Governor's speech has not yet 
been introduced, and if the Estimates 
are hurried through it may never be 
brought down. Tho consequences we 
leave lion, members to imagine. 



An Organised Attempt to Burn Dovm 
Sovorol Ottawa Ohnrohoa. 

Ottawa, April 4. 

Last night three false fire alarms 
were rung from various points of the 
city, evidently by preconcerted ar- 
rangement, and a fourth alarm was 
rung from the box at the corner of 
Bank and Maria streets. The fire bri- 
gade were consequently puzzled, but 
ultimately discovered that the Bank- 
st.eet Presbyterian Church, of which 
Rev. Mr. Moore is pastor, was on fire. 
It appears that during the night an in- 
cendiary went to the rear of the 
church and cut the glass of a base- 
ment window and entered. Tho 
church had not been used for three 
days, and therefore no fire could havo 
originated from tho furnace. The tire 
appears to have started in an end of 
the basement remote from tho furnaco 
and worked its way through the floor 
of tho church, destroying tho front 
pews, tho floor, the pulpit, and ignited 
tho roof, the whole of the woodwork 
of which is honey-combed. Between 
three and four o'clock this morning a 
man employed on tho lamplighting 
staff saw the glare of lire in tho church 
and gave the alarm. The flames had 
obtained considerable headway when 
the brigado arrived, and they ultimate- 
ly succeeded in conquering them, but 
riot until the church was completely 
gutted. The building which is of 
stone is a fine structure. It is insured 
for $14,000, and the damago done- is 
estimated at ono-half that amount. 
The congregation to-day held their re- 
ligious services in the Orange Hall. 

This was not the only tire. St. 
Joseph's Catholic Church is situated 
at the corner of Wilbrod and Cumber- 
land streets. In the morning tho care- 
taker goes to the church at five o'clock 
to heat it up and ring the bell for 
early mass. This morning, as by pre 
monitory influence, he went at four 
o'clock, and on entering the church 
was surprised to notice a light behind 
the sacristy. On going there he dis- 
covered a candlo tilted so as to set fire 
to the altar, which is of inflammable 
material. He stamped out the fire 
and lighted up the church, when he 
noticed a man iu the gallery looking 
down at him. As soon as tho incen- 
diary saw that ho was discovered he 
rushed down the stairs and out of the 
front door before he could bo caught. 

It is also Btated that an attempt was 
made to enter the basement of St. An- 
drew's Presbyterian Church, at the 
corner of Kent and Wellington streets, 
but tho iron-work protecting the win- 
dow proved to be too strong. Other 
rumors were in circulation that at- 
tempts had been made to firo St. Al- 
ban'o among other churches, but these 
rumours do not appear to bo well 
founded.

ENGLAND. 

London, April 25. — Lord Harting- 
ton was yesterday sent for by the 
Queen to form a ministry. 

London, April 26. — A scheme has 
been drawn up with tho approval of 
the Canadian Government for the es 
tablishmont of an army reserve to con- 
sist of ten thousand men drawn from 
tho Dominion militia who will be liable 
to service in the Dominion, in Eng- 
land or abroad in the event of Great 
Britain being involved in war. 

Lord Hartington, after his return 
from Windsor, had a conference with 
Lords Granville and Wolverton and 
Gladstone and Forster. 

London, April 22. n — A Dublin 
correspondent says tho disagreement 
between Shaw and Parnell as to tho 
prudenco of holding a meeting of Irish 
members before Parliament assem- 
blies is apparently irreconcilable, it be- 
ing really a question of leadership. The 
Freeman's Journal now thinks the pro- 
jected meeting had hotter be abandon- 
ed. Shaw will have dono his duty 
and tho responsibility of failure will 
rest on other shoulders. 

Lord Archibald Campbell sails for 
Canada Saturday next to visit his 
brother tho Governor-General. 

At the inquiry into tho Tay bridge 
disaster Henry Law, civil engineer, 
further testified that wheroas tho 
specifications required tensile strength 
of 21 tons to the square inch, some of 
tho bars gave at a tonsile strength of 
15 tons. He said somo of tho nut holes 
wero too large for tho bolts, sevoral 
nuts were defective and in each of the 
two piers two columns wero cracked 
and had bands around thorn. 

DELAYED ^DISPATCHES. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Fkancisco, April 23. — The con- 
duct of the mob towards Dp Young's 
body called forth many expressions of 
indignation and disgust from tho more 
respectable by-standers, but thoro was 
nothing whatever tending towards any 
breach of peace. 

Tho pamphlet proves to bo a full re- 
port of the trial of 1. S. Kalloch in the 
case of the Boston scandal, with a brief 
preface to the effect that it was pub- 
lished with no malicious motivos, but 
simply to give a plain, unvarnished re- 
port of the trial. It boro the imprint 
of "Eberhen & Co., Boston, 1857," but 
was evidently a fresh publication. It 
seems to bo admitted that tho docu- 
ment was issued with a view of in- 
fluencing public opiuion in connection 
with the approaching trial of DeYoung 
and it may perhaps havo been further 
intended to have some bearing upon 
more immediate issuea 

It will bo remembered that the 
Chronicle "ratted" its offiee about ten 
days ago. Tho Typographical union 
and the Amalamated Trades union 
took up the fight for the discharged 
Chronicle printers, and have placarded 
the city with appeals to the public to 
withdraw patronage from tho paper, 
and have published advertisements to 
the same effect in interior journala A 
mass meeting was advertised for to- 
morrow evening to denounce the course 
of tho Chronicle, which was to have 
been addressed by Mayor Kalloch, 
among others, and it is possiblo that 
the publication of the pamphlet was 
designed to have effeet on this present 
quarrel as well as on tho coming trial 
of DeYoung. 

It is yet too early to guage the genor- 
al expression of opinion of tho tragedy, 
but so far as could be learned from 
talk heard on the street this evening 
its tenor seemed to be that the death 
of DeYoung, at the hands of the son, 
was the legitimato outgrowth of the 
recent attack of the d«ceased upon the 
father. 

When the coroner's wagon bearing 
tho body of DeYoung turned from 
Kearney street into Market, the crowd 
made a sort of rush that had the ap- 
pearance of being directed at the wa- 
gon. It might havo been merely tho 
natural surge of tho concourso follow- 
ing the wagon on meeting the crowd 
gathered on Market, but the police, 
viewing it as an attempt at violence, 
used their clubs freely, beating back the 
crowd and inflicting severe punish- 
ment on somo of tho most forward. 

WASHINGTON TERRITORY. 
Walla Walla, April 21. — Again 
the people of this county are shocked 
by the news of another double murder. 
Tho Walla Walla Statesman has just 
received a special dispatch stating that 
a man and wife, William and Mary 
Lishan, had been found murdored 
about four miles southeast of the Um- 
atilla Agency, and a mile and a half 
from Cayuse station, on the slope of 
the Blue mountains. Tho victims had 
pitched their tent and started a little 
farm on the banks. Lishan was kill- 
ed in hid, from which he had not mov 
ed. The woman had evidently prepar- 
ed to retire, but had not, and from 
her position ib is supposed she had her 
babe iu her arms at the time. An ax 
was used to do the deed, after which 
the murderers walked out and struck 
tho ax into the fence. Money was evi- 
dently not the object of the murderers, 
for all the property was found intact. 
Tho babe was found outsido the spot, 
where it had laid all night in the snow 
storm. Tho wounds aro fearful on the 
man ; one gash extending from the 
center of the forehead to the back, 
splitting the ear, another directly 
across the eyes, and a third from over 
the left eye to the top of the head, all 
the depth of the ax blade. On tho 
woman's head are four horrible gashes, 
one on the left templo extending down 
three inches, one extending from tho 
chin to the forehoad, one from a little 



above the meeting of the eyebrows, 
around the head and 1-elow tho ear to 
the back of the neck, and one in the 
back of the neck severing the neck 
bone.

THE TAY BRIDOE DISASTER. 

London, April 20. — Part of tho 
lattice-work of tho Tay Bridge has 
been recovered. It bears marks tend- 
ing to sustain the theory of Sir Thomas 
Bouch, chiof engineer and projector 
of the bridge, that the train went off 
tho track before the bridge fell. 



China. 

The case of Chung How now seems 
serious, though many Chinoso of high 
station express disbelief that tho sen- 
tence of death will bo carried out. Thero 
is no satisfactory cluo to the mystery of 
the proceedings. Tho best attainable 
evidenco indicates that General Tso 
was tho prime mover in recent ovents. 
It is now certain that Li Hung Chang 
was unacquainted with Chung's im- 
pending disgrace until the latter had 
nearly reached Pekin. Li was prepar- 
ing congratulatory demonstrations 
when news of Chung's downfall reach- 
ed him. Since then the tido of hosti- 
lity has been too strong for any Vice- 
roy to withstand. All advances were 
coldly met by Russia's representative 
at Pekin, who is in constant communi- 
cation with tho home government, mes- 
sengers leaving daily for Kiachta, from 
which frontier post tho telegraph starts. 
It is noteworthy that Kwo, lato Envoy 
to England and France, who showed 
strong pro-foreign feelings, is now kept 
in retirement, while the Envoy to Ber- 
lin, notoriously anti-foreign, is in high 
favor. 

Apprehensions aro frequently ex- 
pressed that foreigners in Pekin will bo 
sacrificed in some sudden outbreak, but 
there is no proof iu support of such an 
idea. 

Tho question of the Chinese iu Ameri- 
ca appears ontirely swept aside by 
more important European complica- 
tions. Tho minors in northern ports, 
not long since, that if Chinese subjects 
were unjustly treated in San Francisco 
the Pekin authorities would order the 
seizure of American residents as hos- 
tages, seem to have had no founda- 
tion. All reports on this topic have 
now ceased. 

War preparations continue on all 
sides. Heavy purchases of munitions 
have been made. The troopB are hur- 
riedly drilled, and the navy hnsboen re- 
organized. Trade is affected by the 
uncertainty of war prospects. 

Thero is a concentration of foreign 
ships of war at Tientson to await de- 
velopments in the Chung How case.

MANY LIVES LOST. 



[liicliwlve Dispatch to The Colonist.] 



Ottawa, April 20.— The city of Hull, 
opposite this city, is in flumes. It ia 
estimated that the loss will bo botwoon 
two and threo millions of dollars on 
which there is no insurance. Tho scono 
to-day of thousands of homeless pooplo 
who have found temporary shelter In tho 
city hall and hotels is painful. 

Bondhead, Ont. , April 22. — Fire de- 
stroyed ti large portion of tho northern 
end of this village; ton families homeless. 
Loss fifty thousand dollars. 

Ottawa, April 20. — Fully ono-half of 
tho city of Hull is in ruins. Tho area 
ground burned over is a milo long and 
four hundred yards wide. Tho heat ia 
intonao nnd tho smoko is so dense that 
this city is almost shrouded in darkness. 
The fire ragod from half-past threo o'clock 
until seven, when tho wind fortunately 
changed and it was got undor control. It 
is estimated that botween 700 and 800 
houses wore destroyed and over 4,000 peo- 
ple homeless. Several lives aro known to 
do lost, whilst reports are current that at 
least a dozen have perished. It is known 
poBitively that a woman named Latra- 
monillo was biirnod, also, a man named 
Ouiiietto. Tho woman was confined yes- 
terday and was unablo to leave the houao. 
Numerous accidonts occurred. In many 
cases the occupants saved their furniture, 
which was piled in tho streets. Animals 
of all kinds perished. Property destroy- 
ed was mainly occupied by laborors. There 
is very littlo insurance. Steps have boon 
taken to relievo tho distress. Handaomo 
contributions have already been raisod 
and to-morrow night tho city councils of 
Hull and Ottawa will mcetand take action 
in the matter. His excellency the gover- 
nor general telegraphed to the mayor of 
( Hull signifying his willingness to assist in 
'any movement of relief. Thousands of 
persons from this city visited the firo and 
at ono time there were but forty members 
in tho Houso. Tho governor goneral and 
.Princess Louise were among the first to 
arrive at Hull and remained thero for 
■omo time. Fortunately none of the 
great lumbering mills were destroyed, al- 
though once in serioi's danger. 

Ottawa, April 26. — Firo in Hull ap- 
parently burnt itself out. It is reported 
over 800 houses wore consumed, princi- 
pally wood, and occupied by the poorer 
classes. Tho distress will be very great. 

Firo at Barkorvll o.

Barkerville, April 26th, 1880. 
Yesterday about half-past ten o'clock 
the roof of the old brewery was discover- 
ed on fire and in spite of all the efforts on 
the part of tho fire brigade and citizens 
tho building was burned to the ground. 
At one timo it was feared tho telegraph 
offico on tho north sido and the adjoining 
building on the south side would go on ac- 
count of the scarcity of water. Had there 
boon any wind tho whole business part of 
tho town would have been destroyed.

Mr. Speaker took tho chair at 2 p.m. 

Mr. Smitho presented the fifth report 
from tho standing committee on private 
bills relative to tho Yictoria-Esquimalt 
Telephone Co. 

okanaqan canal. 

Mr. Mara moved that a rospectful ad- 
dress bo prosentod to His Honor tho 
Lieutenant-Governor, praying that ho 
will ropresent to tho Dominion Govern- 
ment tho great advantages that will ac- 
crue to the Dominion as well as to the 
Province if a canal wore built connecting 
Lake Okanagan with tho waters of Lako 
Shuswap, and ask that tho nocesaary sur- 
veys should bo made as early as possible 
to ascertain tho cost of constructing a can- 
al botween the abovo named places. Tho 
mover said tho surveys could be made at 
a alight expenso and as thero wero a num- 
ber of engineers in tho interior at tho 
present timo he had r.o doubt that, 
if the matter woro proporly repre- 
sented to the Dominion Govornmont 
the services of some of these gentlemen 
would bo brought into requisition for 
tho contemplated work. Tho hon. gen- 
tleman quoted from a report of Mr. 
Marcus Smith to show tho practicability 
of tho building of the tvjnal and pointod 
out that after its construction a largo ex- 
panso of arable land would bo placod un- 
dercultivation and a great quantity of grain 
raisod to meet the demand which would 
nocessarily result from railway construc- 
tion. Under tho present condition of 
affairs thero was no outlet for the produce. 

Tho motion passed unanimously. 
new bills. 

Mr. Vernon askod leave to introduce a 
Bill intituled "An Act to amend tho 'Pe- 
tition of Rights and Crown Procedure 
Act, 1873."' Leave was granted and tho 
bill read a first timo. 

Mr. Vernon asked leave to introduce a 
Bill intituled "An Act tu amend tho Con- 
stitution Acts, and to fix a day for tho 
annual meeting of tho Legislature." Leave 
granted and bill read a first timo. 

THE COFFERDAM. 

Mr. Wilson moved that a Select Com- 
mittoo bo appointod to examine into and 
roport upon the accounts in diaputo be- 
tweon Reed Bros A Co. and tho Govern- 
ment, with power to call for persons and 
papors. Tho movor said that tho object 
of liia motion was to arrivo at somo solu- 
tion of tho accounts ponding botween tho 
Government and Reed Bros. On an ex- 
amination of the papors placod before 
tho Houso it would bo seem that tho ac- 
count of tho Government against that 
firm brought tho latter in debt somo §3,- 
000, wheroas tho statoment of Reed Bros. 
Bhowed that they had §25,000 coming to 
them. Ho was more particularly anxious 
for tho appointment of the committoo bo- 
causo a number of citizons of Victoria 
wore interested in the matter. They wero 
undor the belief that Reed Bros, had a 
cortain amount duo them from tho Gov- 
ernment and had given the firm credit in 
consequence. 

Tho motion was seconded by Mr. Gal- 
braith and carried, Mossrs. Beaven, 
Vernon and tho mover being placed on 
the committee. 

MUNICIPALITY BILL. 

Mr. Wilson asked leave to introduce a 
Bill intituled "An Act to further amend 
tho "Municipality Act, 1872.'" Leave 
was granted and tho bill road a first timo. 

BISHOP RIDLEY. 

Mr. McGillivray asked— Have tho Gov- 
ernment placod his lordship Bishop Rid- 
ley, of tho Anglican Church, on tho com- 
mission of tho peace in and for tho Prov- 
ince of British Columbia or any section of 
it; and, if not, is it tho intontion of tho 
Government to appoint him? 

Hon. Mr. Humphrey's replied that tho 
revorend gentleman had been placod on 
tho commission of tho peace. 

COMMITTEE OF SUPPLY. 

Mr. Wilson asked that the committee 
atand ovor at least ono day. There was 
no hurry in tho matter as tho salaries 
(and they came first) had boon voted to 
tho first day of July. Owing to tho non- 
attendance of members of tho public ac- 
counts committee it had been roally im- 
possible to bring down much information 
and many statistics which it was dosirable 
to havo boforo the estimates were dealt 
with. The members of the committee 
had boon unable to attend because they 
wero also members of othor committees 
which had been in sossion. 

Mr. Galbraith objected. The members 
from tho mainland were anxious to get 
homo. 

Mr. Smitho thought that thero was 
good reaaon for tho application of the 
member for Victoria city. The public 
accounts committeo has as yot been un- 
ablo to present much information which 
should bo before tho House before tho 
estimates were considered. 

Mr. Williams thought tho attempt of 
tho government to rush tho estimates 
through without a report from the public 
accounts committeo was liko putting the 
cart before tho horso. He would consont 
to nothing of the kind and wanted, boforo 
dealing with tho estimates, to see what 
ought to be placed on them and what 
ought not. 

Mr. Galbraith — I withdraw my objec- 
tion. 

Members of tho ministry — Oh! tho gov- 
ernment offers no objection whatever. 

Tho order was accordingly dropped un- 
til to-morrow. 

On motion of Mr. Harris tho report on 
tho statute labor and collection of road 
and land tax in municipalities bill was 
adopted and tho bill passed its third read- 
ing. 

Tbo bill respecting the official map of 
Now Westminster also passed its third 
reading. 

VICTORIA-ESQUIMALT TELEPHONE. 

The Houso then went into committeo 
on tho Victoria Esquimalt Telophone 
Oo.'s bill, Mr. Abrams in tho chair. 

Mr. Smitho stated that all persons in- 
terested had boon heard before tho Private 
Bills committeo and they wero satisfied 
with tho provisions of clauBca 6 to 13. 
Ho would theroforo suggest that they bo 
taken as read. The Houso consented. . 

Mr. Drummond, in a spooch which con- 
vulsed tho Houso with laughter, took ex- 
ception to granting the company tho 
priviloge3 askod for as ho was of opinion 
that it would give tho members of the 
company a monopoly. For instance, 
there might be a ship in sight at Esqui- 
malt or ftbout to be in sight, (laughter) 
and tho grocer and the butcher and tho 
baker who desired to supply that ship 
would occupy the telephone to tho exclu- 
sion of private subscribers who might want 
to use it. That would not bo fair. If 
tho company wanted to erect a telephone, 
let them do so, but ho was dead against 
giving them a ten-year monopoly. 

Mr. Smitho oxplained that thero was 
no monopoly asked for, and that if tho 
hon. gentloman thought fit ho could 
havo a private wire running from tho 
main wire to his own office. 

Mr. Drummond — Well, I am down on 
monopolies anyhow. That is, a well-known 
fact, I think. (Hear, hear.) 



The bill was reported complete with- 
out amendments. 

QUF.8NBLLE RIVER BILL. 

The Houso went into committeo on the 
Qucsnollo rivor water privileges Bill, Mr. 
McGillivray in t ho chair. 

Mr. Ferguson moved in amendment to 
clause 7 that tho prico of water that the 
company may soli shall be 15 cents in- 
stead of 20 cents per inch. Tho former 
prico he contended would be ample, but 
the lattor exorbitant. 

The attorney -general said that ho could 
soo no reason why tho prico fixed by tho 
bill, which had boon well considered by tho 
Privato Bills committoo, should bo altered. 
Ho would theroforo vote for tho 20 conts 
per inch. Ho had made himself well ac- 
quainted with tho evidonco taken before 
tho committeo, and ho was satisfied that 
tho figures ho inclined to wero warranted 
by tho circumstances. Tho bill, ho be- 
lieved, would result in tho working of a 
largo area of ground which had been 
abandoned, and described as barron and 
worthless. 

Sir. Ferguson denied tho assertion of 
tho attorney-gonoral that the ground was 
abandoned. A largo portion of it had 
novor been worked at all. Tho difference 
in tho two prices undor discussion roally 
meant §5 in a day's work — a difforenco 
which might prevent the working of somo 
of tho ground. 

Mr. Cowan said thero was no reason for 
supposing that tho privilege! asked for 
would instituto a monopoly. His col- 
league (Mr. Ferguson) pre-supposed that 
there was gold in tho upper part of tho 
north fork of Quesnelle, but ho (Mr. C.) 
thought that if such was really tho case ho 
would have heard of it long boforo this, 
and tho ground would doubtless havo been 
prospected. 

Mr. Ferguson replied that gold was 
known to oxist thero and that tho sale of 
watorat 20 cents por inch meant §200,000 
a year to a company. 

Mr. Williams said things aro very dif- 
ferent in Cariboo now to what thoy used 
to bo. Minors who used to got §10 a day 
now had to bo satisfied with §5 'and in 
some cases §3 por day. Ho thought 15 
conts quito aufiiciont. 

Mr. Mcllmoyl said that tho privato 
bills committeo had well considorod tho 
matter and had como to tho conclusion 
that 20 cents por inch was a vory fair limit. 

After a prolonged discussion tho amend- 
ment was lost and the clause passed in- 
tact. 

Mr. Ferguson moved in amendment 
to section 9 that tlio term for tho priv- 
ilege bo 20 years instead of 50yoars. Lost. 

Tho bill was tho.t reportod complete 
without amendments. 

WAVEHLY MINING CO.'s BILL. 

Mr. Cowan moved tho socond reading 
of a bill granting cortain water privileges 
to the Waverly Hydraulic Mining Co. 
(Limited). Tho hon. gentloman statod 
that the greater parr, of tho ground owned 
by tho company in Cnriboo had already 
boon worked by drifting and so far as 
that method of working was concerned it 
was really worked out and had remain- 
ed unoccupied lor some timo. In order 
to work tho ground advantageously it was 
necessary that tho water used should have 
a great fall, and inasmuch as the waters of 
Grouso Creek aubsido too early in the 
summer to form a permanent supply it 
was dcsirablo to add tho waters of Antlor 
Creek. The bill only asked to tako un- 
appropriated waters with which tho com- 
pany wanted to work their claim, not to 
sell. 

Mr. Ferguson objected to tho bill as its 
provisions, when carried intoeffuct, would 
deprive minors of tho uso of water to 
which they aro justly entitled. The 
measuro would in fact put an end to all 
future prospecting. 

Mr. Cowan said that the rights of min- 
ers wore fully protected. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys failed toaeo that 
tho bill inflicted any injury to persons 
having existing rights on Antler Creok 
and as it tonded to assist on tho develop- 
ment of tho mining interest he would 
support the bill. 

Mr. Ferguson said tho bill was a direct 
violation of tho mining laws. Tho rights 
of tho individual miner should bo con- 
served, but tho House was now about to 
legislate cloar against them. Tho measuro 
would virtually put a stop to all future 
prospecting on Antler Creek because thero 
would bo no water available. 

Mr. Walkom said ho intended to sup- 
port the bill as it stood, clause 6 affording 
all tho protection necessary. The enter- 
prise was goncrally approved of at tho 
mines and ho would not oppose this bill. 

Mr. Ferguson said this bill would ob- 
struct prospecting. Hydraulic companies 
might be formed in tho future to work 
Antler crock and thoy would find all tho 
water appropriated. Ho could not sup- 
port tho measuro. 

Mr. Walkem— The object tho hon. gon- 
tlcman has in hand is to defeat this bill. 

Mr. Ferguson — Yes; because it is a vio- 
lation of tho rights of tho minors. 

Mr. Walkem— You need not get so hot 
about it. We can discuss all theso mat- 
ters hero in a friendly manner. Iain will- 
ing to face my constituents on tho matter. 

Mr. Ferguson— Aro you ? So am I — 
at any timo. 

Mr. Humphreys thought tho rights 
should bo granted and tho bill passed. 

Tho amendment waa lost and tho re- 
maining clauses passed without debate. 

Houso then adjourned.

Two miners from Lkaget arrived at So- 
attle on Friday. They ran great risks in 
coming out by tho Death's Head routo 
and wero cast away in an open boat in tho 
Straits for two or throo days. On Skaget 
river thoy saw a canoe capsized and all 
the provisions swept away. On tho samo 
day another party of seven, in n canoe 
handled by Indians, was capsized at tho 
portago and all thoir property lost. An- 
othor minor reports from threo to ten feot 
of snow through tho country and tho 
rivers constantly rising. Ho brought back 
good specimens of gold dust taken from a 
placor claim just below tho mouth of Ru- 
by creok. Ho states it positively to bo 
his opinion that no work can bo dono bo- 
foro August. Many miners who arrived 
by the Death's Head Route informed him 
that they would cereainly return by Fort 
Hopt. Tho diggings, in his opinion, aro 
not noar as oxtonsivo as reportod. Other 
accounts Bay tho mines havo increased in 
favor with overy additional exploration, 
until at length all doubts in regard to tho 
richness and oxtont of tho mines appear 
to havo vanished from tho minds of 
our pooplo. Skaget gold iB selling in So- 
attlo for 817 por ounce. Rich diggings 
aro reportod to have ju3t boon struck near 
Tunnel houso, below tho mouth of Ruby 
crook. In places the snow is very deep, 
while many canons are completely block- 
adod by hoavy sn«w slides. Capt, Halo 
reports that on Ruby creok, a Mr. Du- 
vell with a rockor washed out twolvo dol- 
lars in coarso gold in seven hours. In 
another claim on Ruby crook, 200 feot on 
tho hill abovo the croek, ho saw from 10 
to 12 conts to tho pan wathod out; and 
again at tho Tunnel houso at tho mouth 
of Ruby ho saw §50 worth of coarso gold 
that had boon taken out at that point. 
Capt. Halo is of the impression, based 
upon what ho saw in tho mines, that tho 
diggings will bo fully up to tho expecta- 
tion of all, and that vory rich atrikes will 
bo mado this summer. Tho minors are 
loud in thoir condemnation of tho Death's 
Head routo via Skeleton Pass, Comotory 
Cafion and Sourdough mountain. 

A Mr. Manning reports: " I givo it as 
my candid opinion that thoro is 100 miles 
of ground on Ruby creek and its tribu- 
taries that will pay whon proporly worked 
from fivo dollars to fivo ounces por day to 
tho man; but I ad vise no man unloss ho 
has money enough to buy or pay fur pack- 
ing in provisions, and wants to oxporionce 
hardships, to go into the mines with tho 
expectation of doing much before the 1st 
July. If a man has tnonoy and wants to 
mine, Ruby creek ia tho place for him." 
Mr. Manning adds that thero has been 
much ground taken up that cannot be 
hold on representation day. The sawmill 
will bo in working 'order by tho 1st of 
Juno. * 

FnoM an interesting littlo meteorologi- 
cal tablo furnished by Mr. Mclnnos, M. 
P. for New Westminster, it appears that 
the moan rocord of tho barometor in that 
city for tho past six years was 29.933; tho 
tho mean temperature, 48.5; tho maxi- 
mum temperature, 92, and the minimum 
7 below zero. The hottest day was in 
July, 1875, and the coldest in January of 
the samo year, and tho modorato charac- 
ter of tho climate is shown by the fact 
that both woro highly exceptional. Tho 
averago number of days on which rain 
and Bnow foil wero 151 and 21 respective- 
ly; the mean rainfall was 58 95 and moan 
snow fall 46.38 inches. Tho greatest 
yearly rainfall was 69 and tho least 49, 
the corresponding figures for snowfall be- 
ing 97 and 1.72 respectively. Tho Fraser 
River was unnuuigablo from ico in 1875 
from Jan. 6th to Fob. 27th, and in 1877 
on ono day, namely, tho 23rd of Jan. — 
Olobe.

Paofrress of the Railway. 

[Special Correspondence of The Colonist.J 



Yale, B. C, April 22, 1880. 

Sir: — Ab previously announced pre- 
parations had been mado to give Mr. 
Ondordonk a saluto upon his arrival 
here. However, it was expected the 
Reliance would put in an appearance 
in daylight, not under cover of night, 
when honest men aro in bed and no 
sentinel on guard. Tho Reliance, with 
Mr. Onderdonk, Mr. Bray, his secreta- 
ry, Mr. Preston, Mr. Isaac Oppenhei- 
mer, Mr. English and others on board, 
had a speedy passage to this place. 

Notwithstanding the boat made 21 
calls at ports, putting off and taking 
on freight, her whistle was heard in 
our harbor at 3 a.m., and a landing was 
mado by those who cared to come 
ashoro. Here wo havo another proof 
of what can be dono upon tho Fraser. 
As soon as it was known that the Re- 
liance was in port exclamations were 
made, "I bet Captain Irving is on 
board" (not but Capt. Insloy can- 
not be surpassed in navigating the Fra- 
ser), but whon Capt. John means busi- 
ness and passes the word to engineer 
Mc Arthur, that's "enough said." The 
Gertrude was expected Wednesday 
evening, that is coming through in ono 
day, but when Capt. Odin reached 
Hope about daik ho concluded to lay 
over until morning, not expecting, by 
any means, that the Reliance would 
depart from her usual course and con- 
tinue on to Yale. But so it was. 

Major-General Inkhart, with his able 
gunners, Messrs. Newton Ash and Joe 
Burr, were on tho alert from an early 
hour, aud with flags flying, and amid 
tho roar of le38 than a GO-pound can- 
non, and the general vive la of the 
population, at 9 a. m. Messrs. Onder- 
donk and party touched terra firma at 
the embryo city of Yale, in the heart of 
the "sea" of mountains," (a la Mr. 
Blake.) Everything passed off in a 
satisfactory manner, and after viewing 
our principal Btreots and avenues Mr. 
Ondordonk partook of the hospitality 
of Mr. Oppenbeimer, after which, at 
1 p.m., the famous coach, onco honored 
by Lord and Lady Dufferin and party, 
was in readiness, and Messrs. Onder- 
donk, D. Oppenbeimer, H. Cambie, J. 
Keefer, Bray and Havens, under the 
charge of Mr. Stephen Tingley, four-in- 
hand, passed up the road to Boston 
Bar and tho upper end of the railway 
line. The party expect to return in a 
week, when operations along the rail- 
road will fairly commence. Already 
Mr. Cambie has his party at work, 
they having pitched tents convenient 
to the town. Our streets already dis- 
play posts where tho line is to run. In 
a few daya the buow will havo dis- 
appeared from between Yale and 
Emory and the "rush" of building in 
both places will commence. It is un- 
necessary to say that tho hotels here 
aro doing "a land office business."
